(content) and header (to, from, copied to, and title) portions of the emails as well. 

I am looking to obtain records of emails that are sent to, from, copied to, or make 
mention of Stephen Miller and Mick Mulvaney. 

We conducted a reasonable search within the Office of Technology & Innovation for records that 
would be responsive to your request. Unfortunately, we were unable to identify or locate any 
responsive records at this time. 

You should be aware that the FOIA does not require agencies to do research, analyze data, 
answer questions, or create records in response to your request. However, you may contact our 
Press Office at press@consumerfinance.gov or (202) 435-7857/9151 to request an official 
statement or comment from the CFPB.
